Edmonton is helplessly isolated by the

The federal government ‘is right in re- 
fusing to delay application of the Board 
of Transport Commissioner's award of a 
21 per cent increased freight rate because 
the prestige and authority of that body, 
within its proper functions, must be upheld. 

The provincial government ts right in 
maintaining that the general freight rate 
enquiry, promised by the federal govern- 
ment, should be carried out by a royal 
commission and not by the Board of Trans- 
port Commissioners because the 
body, in all common sense, cannot be ex- 
pected to reverse its own findings. 

At any rate, it is not so much the 
general increase of 21 per cent that em- 
barrasses and cripples the development of 
this part of Canada as the iniquitous and 
indefensible differentials that loom up on 
each side of Edmonton like high board 
fences cutting us off from commercial 
traffic with the rest of the country. 

Ontario and Quebec enjoy a basic 
freight rate. All other rates are fixed in 
relation to this. The Maritimes have a rate

The entire situation should be can- 
vassed by a royal commission which can 
bring a fresh viewpoint to bear on these 
iniquities that place Edmonton between 
barriers of freight rate discrimination 
which have no justification in fact. 


No Increase in Transit Fares 


Mayor Ainlav’s flat statement that 
transit system fares will not be increased 
in Edmonton is good news for the thou- 
sands of users of that system. His state- 
ment that feeder line services may have 
to be curtailed is bad news. 

It is true that these feeder lines are 
estimated to cause a loss of $120,000 
annually to the transit system. But to cut 
them off or reduce them is to eliminate 
the only agency that can bring in new 
business to the operation of trams and 


buses.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
for 21 years the strong man of 
China, yesterday placed before 
the public the most important 
element needed to pull his coun- 
try through the terrible crisis 
which besets it, 

That element is faith. 

“Despite foreign criticism of 
our inflation and military de- 
feats,” he told the national assem- 
bly at Nanking, “I have faith,” 

Words not backed by sincerity 
are of course like the thumping 
on an empty barrel, but we have 
no reason, so far as I can see, to 
doubt that Chiang means exactly 
what he says. On what does he 
base this faith? 

Well, for one thing, despite the 
mad inflation which blankets 
China, the Generalissimo declar- 
ed that she is solvent. He assert- 
ed that the country has enough 


gold, silver, other assets and 
dollar credits to recall all of the 
Chinese currency afloat, He 


added that now, with the $463,- 
000,000 in aid from the United 
States, “the prospects of economic 
life are brighter than ever.” 

Then of the military situation 
Chiang, while admitting serious 
mistakes, disclosed that his ar- 
mies are changing their strategy. 
They no longer will try to defend 
all positions but will concentrate 
for decisive blows—‘big eat 
little,” as he put it, 

To get at the core of this prob- 
lem we must g0 back a week to 


another speech by the Generalis- 
simo in Nanking, At that time he 
said that the civil war was 
China’s most critical problem 
and that the Chinese Commun- 
ists “must be beaten if China is 
to live.” Naturally he was talk- 
ing about the life of Nationalist 
China as it has existed under his 
government, and this view also 
is that of many objective ob- 
servers, 

But it strikes me that we must 
carry the matter a step further 
than that. Defeat of the Commun- 
ists won't solve the problem. 
There is no hope whatever of 
uniting Communism with any 
other political creed. In some way 
or other Communism must be 
eradicated or it surely will stran- 
gle the government—a basic truth 
not only for China but as regards 
all other countries, 

What then will the end be? 
Chiang swears that “in 30 years or 
60 years the Reds will not con- 
quer China.” But supposing the 
Generalissimo does defeat them, 
and can't absorb them into the 
Nationalist political life? 

Time alone can answer these 
questions, but I think we must 
consider the possibility that China 
will be divided and that the Com- 
munists will create states of their 
own, Take Manchuria, for in- 
stance. There ‘s no assurance now 
that the Chinese National forces 
can reconquer and hold that area. 
It might become a Communist 
Slale,

“The children in the school 
here are all right. You would go a 
long way before you would see a 
finer lot of boys and girls. They 
have a beautiful home and re- 
ceive every attention.” 

Joyce Caldwell writes: 

“There may be schools of the 
type you mentioned, but they are 
in the minority. I have lived in 
Indian schools all my life (Miss 
Caldwell’s father is principal of 
the Alberni school) and [ have 
never encountered such condi- 
tions as you describe.” 

“It is true that the schools do 
not have sufficient funds to feed 
the children properly,” concedes 
Norman Grierson, “but such cor: 
ditions do.not exist everywhere. 
Your article is unfair to many 
who have done what you and 
many others are not willing to 
do—namely, give of your time 
and talent to the betterment of 
a condition which does exist in 
many schools.”

WINNIPEG, April 10—(CP)—
